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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 

and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with D. Brent Kenady on July 12, 2002. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
in claim 1, delete "the regassification increasing a total dissolved gas concentration in 
the liquid to greater than or equal to 200 ppb,". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3-5, 39-42 and 44-48 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are directed to a method of preparing a liquid. Claim 1 recites as a future intended use 
"for a semiconductor polishing process". The claims are allowed without regard to the 
statement pertaining to the future intended use of the liquid prepared by the method of 
claim 1. Claim 1 requires that a liquid is first degassified and then the degassed liquid is 
regassified such that the total dissolved gas concentration is about 450 - 550 ppb. 

The closest prior art of record is Ohmi (5,858,106) and Mitsumori (5,783,790). 
Ohmi teaches degassing to a dissolved gas concentration of as low 100 ppb, however, 
Ohmi teaches introducing ozone to a concentration of 2-5 ppm. Mitsumori teaches 
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deoxygenating a liquid and then introducing from 500 ppb to 15 ppm ozone. Mitsumori 
teaches deoxygenating rather than the degassing of a liquid. Mitsumori's ozone 
concentration is within the claimed range for the total dissolved gas concentration of the 
regassified liquid. However, Mitsumori is silent with regard to components such as 
dissolved nitrogen or C02, therefore Mitsumori does not teach ^hSft a total dissolved gas 
concentration. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
